Some four or five mouth s ago A ttor­ 
ney Rufus M. Potts, living at T ay­ 
lorsville, Illinois, came to th is city in 
company w ith a 
stenograph er, an 1 
employing anoth er stenograph er h ere, 
sjwuifc several days in 
copying 
all 
th e court records relating to th e D in­ 
widdie estate, one of th e largest ever 
settled in th is county. 
Harvey Dinwiddie, wh o died in 18 8 6, 
left an estate valued at over $100,000 
and its management was practically 
left to h is widow. M aria Dinwiddie. 
Sh e died in 18 93 and according to 
th e terms of h er w ill a farm of 100 
acres was devised to th e county com­ 
missioners. 
togeth er 
w ith 
several 
th ousands of dollars of bank stock, 
w ith wh ich to m aintain a h ome for 
aged ]>eople and boys. 
Th is 
farm 
was 
in 
th e county's 
possession until 1903, wh en, by an act 
passed by th e Legislature, th e commis­ 
sioners relinquish ed th eir control of 
th e farm, and it was sold. 
Some of th t* h eirs were dissatisfied 
w ith th e settlem ent, and it was at tl o 
instigation of a lady in Illinois wh o 
is one of th e h eirs, th at A ttorney Potts 
lregan h is 
investigation. 
Wh en th e 
final settlem ent of th e estate was made 
th e $100,000 h ad dwindled down to a 
small fraction of th e original sum and 
it is said th at no satisfactory explana­ 
tion lias never been made as to wh ere 
th e money went. 
At th e tim e Potts left th is city after 
h aving finish ed h is investigation, it is 
siid, h e remarked th at h e lu.d found 
th at a certain 
im portant document 
h ad 
been removed 
from th e court 
h ouse. 
Ho 
is 
said, 
too, to 
h ave 
found damaging evidence 
a g a i n s t cer­ 
tain persons in Rush ville and at th e 
tim e remarked th at h e would “ re­ 
turn to Rush ville sh ortly. " 
It h as been learned th at th e D in­ 
widdie estate will be brough t before 
th e present grand jury for investiga­ 
tion. 
In fact Mr. Potts and h is client 
wort' to h ave come from Taylorsville 
yesterday and an investigation was to 
h ave been begun. 
Th e fact th at a 
strange ladv 
was examined by th e 
grand jury yesterday evening, started 
th e report th at th e investigation h ad 
been begun. 
Mr. Potts and bis client, h owever, 
it is said, will not get h ere until F ri­ 
day or Saturday, and th e grand jury 
h as adjourned until th eir arrival. 
It is said th at Mr. Potts will lay be­ 
fore th e grand jury a complete treatise 
on th e Dinwiddie estate, togeth er w ith 
all th e im portant documents, papers 
and records connected w ith th e estate. 
It is said th at h e w ill attem pt to 
sh ow th at a very im portant document, 
involving some $30,000 is absent from 
th e court records, th at bribes were ac­ 
cepted bv certain public officials and 
th at th ere were crooked transactions 
upon th e part of people connected w ith j 
th e case, residing in Rush ville and j 
Kokomo. 
It is said th at certain Rush ville j>eo- 
plo recently went to Taylorsville, and 
on th eir knees and am id tears begged 
Mr. Potts not to bring th e Dinwiddie 
estate before th e grand jury.

A statem ent of no less an auth orita

more graph ic statem ents, one of wh ich 
is th at we h ave burned up more th an 
$1,000,000,000 worth of property in six 
years, and th at for th is loss th e output 
of all our iron mines would just suffice 
to pay aim our total gold output would 
pay about one-th ird of it. 
In 181)0 th e 
projiortion of death s by fire was five 
to 100,000 population; last year it 
was nine.

It would not be surprising if

New York. Sept 21.—Political con­ 
tributions of th e New York Life In­ 
surance company and th e connection 
of Andrew A. Hamilton of Albany with 
th e alleged political activity of th e 
company are th e points around wh ich 
th e h earing before th e legislative in­ 
surance investigation h ave turned. 
President Joh n A. McCall of th e 
New York Life Insurance company 
was th e ch ief witness and for several 
h ours h e was subjected to a fire of 
questions by Ch arles E. Hugh es, coun­ 
sel for th e committee, concerning th e 
money 
paid 
for political purposes. 
Th e climax was reach ed wh en Mr. Mc­ 
Call declared th at th e soliciting of 
funds for campaign purposes was not 
confined to th e Republican party in 
th e campaign of 1904. and announced: 
“My life was made weary by th e 
Democratic candidates ch asing me for 
money in th at campaign. Some of th e 
very men wh o today are being inter­ 
viewed in th e papers and denouncing 
men 
wh o contribute to campaigns 
were crossing my path every step 1 
took l« xiking for money. 
One—th e 
candidate h imself. Parker, if h e would 
sh ow up h is h ooks wh en h e was ch air­ 
man of th e Democratic state commit­ 
tee, it would give you a fit. 
He never 
rejected a dollar in th e world. 
He 
would take every dollar th at was paid 
to h im.” 
Judge Parker was ch airman of th e 
Democratic state executive committee 
in 18 8 5. 
Mr. McCall’s statem ent was greet­ 
ed with wild ch eering wh ich continued 
until a th reat was mad« ' to clear th e 
room of listeners if th e crowd did not 
restrain itself. 
With great care, th e account of An­ 
drew A. Hamilton with th e company 
wTas analyzed by Mr Hugh es, wh o ask 
ed Mr McCall about every item, and 
made it clear th at a search was being 
made for political contributions. 
Mr 
McCall stoutly maintained th at h e h ad 
given Mr. Hamilton no money to be 
used in influencing legislation at Al­ 
bany, but th e admission was obtained 
from Mr. McCall th at Hamilton’s ex­ 
penses at Albany were paid from th e 
company's funds and th at h is accounts 
were not submitted to audit. 
It was 
sh own th at $235 000 h ad been paid to 
Hamilton with only a verbal account­ 
ing to President McCail and th at at 
present Hamilton owes th e company 
about $60.000. h ut Mr McCall said h e 
felt sure th at Hamilton, wh o is now in 
Europe, will repay th is sum upon th e 
company’s demand. 
Parker Get* Prom Under. 
Judge Alton B Parker, Democratic 
candidate for president in 1904, h as 
given th e press a statem ent c« » ncern- 
ing President McCall’s testimony rel 
ative to th e soliciting of funds from 
th e New Y« » rk Life Insurance com­ 
pany Democrats in 1904. 
Th e state­ 
ment follow*: 
“My attention h as been called to 
certain testimony said to h ave been 
given by Mr Joh n A McCall, wh ile a 
witness before th e insurance invest! 
station 
committee 
in 
reply to

Hugh es’* questions wh eth er h e th ough t 
‘th at in 1904 th e interests of th e policy 
h olders were so seriously endangered 
th at th e company ough t to contribute.’ 
“It is evident th at Mr McCall was

But if h is answer is intended 
to convey th e impression th at in th e 
campaign of 1904.

I repeat now wh at 
I said before th e election, th at I ex­ 
pressly notified and directed th e ch air­ 
man of th e executive committee of th e 
national committee th at no money 
sh ould h e received from corporations.” 
William F Sh -^h an’s attention was 
called to th e testimony of Mr McCall, 
and h e said 
*T was eh airnan of th e executive 
committee of th e Democratic national 
committee. 
Th ere was not a single 
man connected with th e Democratic 
national campaign th at solicited
